To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  for  1968,  the 
twenty-second  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Administration, 
As  this  was  in  the  time  of  my  predecessor,  being  two  years  before  my 
appointment,  my  comments  will  be  mainly  general  and  concerned  with  the 
vital  statistics  of  the  area. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  as  well  as  having  similar  functions 
in  the  other  seven  districts,  was  responsible  for  the  day  to  day 
administration  of  the  west  Riding  County  Council's  Local  Health  Services 
in  his  capacity  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  to  the  combined  Brighouse 
and  Todmorden  divisions.  In  July  of  1968  Dr.  Schofield  was  appointed 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Senior  Departmental  Medical  Officer. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  was  3570 
indicating  that  the  trend  towards  a slight  decrease  observed  over  the 
previous  few  years  had  apparently  halted.  However,  a further  detailed 
study  of  the  statistics  reveals  a sharp  drop  in  the  number  of  births 
during  the  year  to  33,  two  of  which  were  stillbirths.  Fortunately, 
to  off-set  the  effects  of  this  variable  birth  rate  the  infant  mortality 
figures  were  excellent,  there  being  no  wastage  of  infant  life.  Moreover, 
there  was  also  a marked  decrease  over  the  previous  years  in  the  total 
number  of  deaths.  Fifty  per  cent  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulation  and  a further  twenty  five  per  cent  due  to  cancer 
of  various  types.  Deaths  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  also 
contributed  considerably  to  the  total  during  the  year.  It  need  hardly  be 
enphasised  that  cigarette  smoking  has  a detrimental  effect  in  all  three 
of  these  major  categories  and  the  conclusion  to  be  drawn  must  surely  be 
obvious  to  all. 

One  case  of  non  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the 
year  and  only  two  cases  of  measles. 

Sections  II  and  III  of  the  report  deal  in  detail  with  the  general 
provision  of  health  services  and  the  County  preventive  health  services. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Smith,  Public  Health  Inspector,  gives  full  coverage  of 
the  work  with  environmental  aspects  which  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Finally,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  on  behalf  of  the  department  I 
would  like  to  express  thanks  to  you  and  the  members  of  the  staff  for  the 
kindness  and  courtesy  shown  throughout  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 


A.  Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Hepton  Rural  district.  Patients 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a rule  to  hospitals 
under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Management  Committee 
(National  Health  Service).  Included  in  this  group  are  the  Halifax 
General  Hospital,  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary,  St.  John's  Hospital  (for 
the  aged  and  chronic  sick),  Northowram  Hail  Hospital  for  Infectious 
Diseases,  Todmorden  Pielden  Hospital  (for  long  stay  medical  cases  in 
children)  and  Todmorden  Stansfield  View  Hospital  for  mentally  sub- 
normal patients. 

Maternity  beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital. 
Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases,  mothers  expecting 
their  first  child,  and-  mothers  with  unsatisfactory  home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e.g.  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Orthopaedic 
Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.)  outside  the  Halifax  area  are 
available  when  required;  they  are  situated  in  various  parts  of  the 
so-called  "Leeds  Hospital  Region'k-\hich  in  fact  extends  into  all  three 
Ridings. 

B.  Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Council  took  over  the  control  of  the  ambulance 
service  towards  the  end  of  19V7.  The  area  served  by  the  Todmorden 
Ambulance  uepot  now  includes  most  of  the  Lepton  Rural  District, 
but  those  parts  adjacent  to  Luddenden  are  served  by  Halifax  Corporation 
Ambulance  Service  under  an  agency  agreement. 

C.  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  ai'e  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
(directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health) 
at  central  laboratories  in  Vakefield  and  Bradford  and  by  the 
Regional  Blood  Transfusion  service  at  Leeds. 

D.  Issue  of  Anti -Toxin  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  available 
at  the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  for 
issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them.  By  arrangement  with 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies  of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also 
kept  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden, 
for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners  in  the  division.  A supply  of 
reagents  for  diphtheria  and  whooping-cough  immunisation  is  also 
available  free  of  charge  to  private  practitioners  who  have  undertaken 
to  participate  in  the  Lest  Riding  County  Council's  schemes  of  immunisati 
Poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  also  issued  in  accordance  with  approved 
arrangements .

Provision  of  Welfare  Foods,  etc. 

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice,  etc. 
are  distributed  at  the  Centre  and  a variety  of  brands  of  dried 
milk  and  other  infant  foods  are  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  for 
the  convenience  of  mothers. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants 

Special  equipment  and  nursing  staff  are  available  for  use  in 
the  homes  in  cases  requiring  them. 

Provision  of  Maternity  Outfits 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  confinement 
in  their  own  homes. 

C.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  employs  a Home  Nurse  who 
resides  at  her  own  home  in  , Hebden  Bridge,  and  her  area  includes 
the  Hepton  Rural  District. 

A whole  time  midwife  resides  in  her  own  home  in  Hebden  Bridge 
and  serves  Hebden  Bridge  as  well  as  the  Hepton  R.D.  area.

Analgesia 


The  midwife  is  trained  in  the  administration  of  trilene  and  gas 
and  air  analgesia,  and  is  provided  with  the  necessary  equipment. 

Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring  it  subject  to  satisfactory 
medical  examination. 

D.  Health  Visiting 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of  the 
School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the 
scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
advice  as  to  the  care  of  children  and  persons  (including  adults) 
suffering  from  illness  and/or  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  The  Health 
Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the  home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  infection. 

E.  Home  Helps 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  County 
Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households  "where  such  help  is  required 
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owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant 
mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school 
age"  . 


During  19^8  ,24  cases  were  attended  by  Home  Helps,  and  the  total

F.  Care  and  After  Care
